appropriate at this stage to 
attempt a survey of the

No-one who has _ followed 
the Tengku’s campaign trail | 
can have failed to remark his 
concentration on Kedah, par- 
ticularly in the last week or 


two. It is in this State — 
and in Perlis — that the 
strongest opposition to the 


Alliance has been mounted. 
The Pan-Malayan Islamic 
Party, with more than 100 
candidates in the eight State 
elections for which nomina- 
tions have closed, is fielding 
33. men for the 36 consti- 
tuencies in Kedah and Perlis 
against the full slate which 
the Alliance has presented. 
P.M.LP. is looking for the 
kampong vote, and it is this 
vote that will swing elections 
in the areas where the Ma- 
lays predominate, at State 
and national level. 


This explains the emphasis 
which the Alliance election 


manifesto places. on rural 
affairs; it promises “every 
possible assistance and en- 


couragement,” including new 
land and subsidies to farmers 
and smallholders, in a nine-

Law And The 


Lawless 


Three men were stabbed 
and killed on Saturday in 
Singapore by secret society 
gangsters. Three were killed 
by gangsters in April, On 
Sunday two policemen were 
attacked in a bar opposite the 
central police station and had 
to open fire in their own 
defence. That is not all. Only 
lack of skill with the knife 
and not any hesitation about 
murder has kept the death 
roll down, for between April 
26 and the end of the month 
seven men were stabbed and 
taken to hospital. These were 
only the more serious cases. 
In addition there were beat- 
ings, fights, attacks on coffee 
shops and acid throwing. 
This is not an official list. It 
is simply a list of outrages 
reported in the press. Many 
more never reach the public 
knowledge. Many minor out- 
rages, like daily extortions, 
never even come to the notice 
of the police. 


Last August the Legislative 
Assembly passed special le- 
gislation giving the police ex- 
tra powers of detention with- 
out trial to help them in their 
fight against the secret so- 
ciety menace. It was believed 
that these new powers, which 
empawered the police to 
round up and, with safe- 
guards, lock away gangsters, 
would mean the end of the 
menace. In March the police 
secretary revealed that 16 
secret society men had been 
detained under the special 
powers and at the same time 
he claimed the police had 
gained the upper hand in their 
war. A little later the Com- 
missioner of Police said the 
police had never used these 
new powers widely because 
he felt that to arrest and de- 
tain people without trial was 
not in keeping with the prin- 
ciples of democracy. At the 
same time he praised the pub- 
lic for helping the police with 
information. 


All those who spoke in the 
debate before these special 
powers were granted had the 
same misgivings, but they felt 
that in face of the mounting 
lawlessness in the island 
these new powers were neces- 
sary. Recent events have 
shown that they were right. 
The Commissioner must stifle 
his misgivings. If he does 
not, no man or woman in Sin- 
gapore is going to do any- 
thing that might mean con- 
frontation with a gangster

Can Dreams 
Come True? 


Malacca has never forgotten 
that once upon a time it was 
Malaya’s only port. Its gradual 
silting up and the usurpation 
of its pride of place by Singa- 
pore, Penang and _ Port 
Swettenham have never been 
allowed to kill the dreams of 
restoring its old prosperity. 
Scheme after scheme for re- 
viving the port has foundered 
for lack of interest from the 
central government, more in- 
terested in the newer ports, 
and from the shipping lines. 
But the merchants of Malacca 
have never given up _ hope, 
even after the chilling Allen 
Report of 1950 and after the 
blow of January 1958 which 
took away even the one dred- 
ger trying desperately to clear 
away the silt in the river 
mouth. Their hope and their 
hard work, coupled perhaps 
with the fact that at last they 
have lowered their sights from 
the old target of making 
Malacca a full port of call 
with ocean-going liners tying 
up at the end of a two-mile- 
long jetty, seem now to have 
achieved results. Last October 
a full scale Government mis- 
sion visited the port and con- 
ferred with local experts. And 
now the Federal Government 
has announced that, to the ex- 
tent that funds can be made 
available, its policy will be to 
promote improvements _ to 
Malacca to make it, as far as 
physical limitations permit, a 
first-class lighterage port. 

Malacca has been a lighterage 
port for the past hundred 
years, so that the Govern- 
ment’s declaration of policy 
simply recognises the hard 
fact, Where Malacca will 
welcome the declaration lies 
in the promise that, as far as 
possible, something will be 
done to make it a first-class 
lighterage port, for, although 
last year was a post-war re- 
cord for both tonnage handled 
and for the number of ocean- 
going vessels paying visits, use

make Malacca a_ first-class 
lighterage port will mean a lot 
of work, not only in con- 
tinued and improved dredg- 
ing, but in shore installations. 
The Malacca Chamber of 
Commerce has listed these 
needs; new transit godowns, 
reclamation of more land, con- 
crete sheerfaced quays to per- 
mit loading and unloading of 
lighters by crane instead of 
the present slow carrying by 
men, and strengthening of re- 
taining walls in the godown 
area. These needs presu- 
mably will be met by the port 
authority which the Govern- 
ment proposes to set up for 
Malacca. Provided the money 
is available this should not 
take long because Malacca 
has already studied and 
planned its needs. 

And there lies the snag in 
the whole scheme. The Gov- 
ernment statement of policy 
on the port of Malacca con- 
tains the clause “to the extent 
that funds can be made avai- 
lable.” The last paragraph 
in the statement says the 
Government is aware of the 
need to increase dredging and 
adds that “this requires more 
dredging equipment than the 
Government at present pos- 
sesses. The existing equip- 
ment is already principally 
engaged throughout the year 
at Malacca. The provision of 
more equipment will depend 
on the availability of funds.” 
So in fact the statement of 
policy is just a statement of 
intentions and no more. The 
merchants of Malacca _ will 
have to go on fighting to bring 
the needs of their port to- 
wards the top of the Govern- 
ment’s list of priorities, for 
there is no indication in the 
statement of how urgently the 
Government regards Malacca’s 


case. When the Minister 
for Commerce inspected the 
port in October he warned 


that money was short and 
that early substantial improve- 
ments could not be expected 
Since then Port Swettenham 
has asked in vain for a loan 
to help shore up a collapsing 
and vital wharf. How much 
further back in the queue 
must Malacca be? Malacca’s 
dream has yet to come true. 
—Straits Times, May 13. 





Railway Freeze 


The Malayan Railway Ad- 
ministration’s decision to im- 
pose a wage freeze will come 
as a shock to the National 
Union of Railwaymen only if 
it has been deliberately closing 
its eyes to the facts of the 
railway’s financial situation. 
As far back as July last year 
the administration was warn- 
ing all its employees that after 
the brief spell of prosperity 
between 1954 and 1957 the 
railway was running into hard 
times. The volume of goods 
carried has slumped, despite 
coneessionary rates for some 
classes of traffic. Last year’s 
deficit amounted to more than 
$6 million, and it is expected 
that this year’s operation will 
show a further loss of some 
$5 million, a scaling down (as 
yet unexplained) of earlier 
estimates of a deficit of $6.8 
million. Assuming that there 
will be a continual watch on 
the budget to discover means 
of reducing the gap, a loss of 
around $10 million in two 
years hardly leaves the rail-

The wage freeze does not, 
of course, rule out all claims. 
Since the railway administra- 
tion is following Government 
policy in this respect, it must 
also be prepared to consider 
cases where it can be shown 
that anomalies and injustices 
exist. There is no quick and 
easy way out of the problems 
which shrunken revenue has 
brought about — deficits for 
the railway on the one hand 
and, on the other, frustration 
of the workmen’s desire for a 
bigger wage packet and im- 
proved conditions of service. 
But a useful beginning would 
be made if more _— serious 
thought were given to means 
of improving the railway ser- 
vice to meet the competition 
of the road hauliers. What 
is certain is that enforcement 
of the work-to-rule threat 
will only run the railway 
deeper into the red. The 
question then would not be 
better pay, but fewer jobs.

Opportunity 


The chairman of Unilevers 
has warned against the pass- 
ing of laws that would force 
private enterprises, against 
their better judgement, to 
promote local men to jobs for 
which they are inadequately 
equipped. Lord Heyworth’s 
speech, published by its Ma- 
layan subsidiary, is not of 
course addressed specifically 
to this country but covers all 
territories where political 
change has encouraged the 
enlargement of opportunities 
for their nationals, Its point 
nevertheless should not be 
lost in Malaya, where not in- 
frequently it is argued that 
commerce and industry must 
not lag behind the Govern- 
ments in Malayanisation. 

There are in fact few enter- 
prises of any size that have 
not accepted the principle of 
giving the local man increasing 
opportunity. Businessmen, 
particularly if they are of the 
hard-headed stamp, are quite 
capable of appreciating that, 
everything else apart, it is 
more economical to make use 
of local resources. The new 
immigration laws, embodying 
tighter salary restrictions, also 
add their own impetus to the 
Malayanisation process, with- 
out denying access to neces- 


sary foreign expertise and 
skills. 
Much will depend on the 


provision of training facilities 


and even more, in the long 
term, on the adjustment of 
educational policy to meet 


changing needs; it is no longer 
enough for the secondary 
schools to turn out at year’s 
end an army of young men 
equipped with a general edu- 


cation. A more balanced 
system is required. The aim of 
maximum opportunity for 
local men, for their own as 
well as the interest of the 
country, otherwise will be 
frustrated.

F I were a cynic, I 
would suggest that 
there are two 
periods when even 
the most __ sensible 
man is likely to say 
the silliest things— 
when he is in love 
and when he is 
Standing as a can- 
didate in an elec- 
tion. 

In the first case, the 
damage he may do is 
limited since there is only 
one other person in his 
audience. 

In the second case, his au- 
dience is probably the 
largest he has ever ad- 
dressed and, at a time 
when he should be weigh- 
ing his words with ex- 
ceptional care, he is like- 
ly to use them most care- 
lessly. 

Somebody reports, probably 
inaccurately, what his 
opponent has_ said at 
some meeting, his reply. 
equally inaccurately re- 
ported, gets back to his 
opponent. And the poor 
devil in between, who has 
to choose which of them 
is to represent him in the 
Assembly, is—to put it 
mildly—bored, bothered 
or bewildered. 

This is of course inevita- 
ble. A candidate stands 


for election for one of 
two reasons, 

Either he wants power for 
himself, and does _ not 
mind very much what 
promises he makes in or- 
der to get it. Or he be- 
lieves, quite sincerely, 
that he, and he alone, 
knows the best way to 
give the people good and 
efficient government. 

In either case, he is des- 
perately anxious to win. 
And this makes it al] the 
more important for the 
voters to ask themselves 
what are the motives be- 
hind a candidate’s appeal 
for their support.

There is not even much 
logic in the Western op- 
position to the full par- 
ticipation of the two Ger- 
man governments in dis- 
cussions about the future 
of their own country. 

The claim that the East 
German Government 
does not exist is becoming 
increasingly difficult and 
undignified to maintain. 

Doubtless this government 
would be overthrown if 
the Russians were to 
withdraw their protec- 
tion, but one could draw 
up a depressingly long list 
of other countries, ad- 
mitted as full members of 
the United Nations. 
whose governments exist 


only with the support of 
one or other of the great 
Powers. 

We cannot afford to fight 
about such problems of 
prestige: We cannot af- 
ford not to fight to de- 
fend Berlin.

Even after Mr. Khrush- 
chev’s ultimatum of last 
November, in which he 
demanded that West Ber- 
lin should become a free 
and demilitarised city 
from which Western 
troops should be with- 
drawn, fewer than two 
per cent of its electors 
voted Communist. Fewer 
than two per cent of 
them were intimidated by 
this step into climbing on 
to the Communist band- 
waggon. 

But how are these tough 
Berliners to be defended? 
The status quo cannot 
continue indefinitely: It is 
of advantage to non- 
Communists only if it is 
used to compel the Rus- 
sians to act reasonably. 

The present situation is so 
artificial that West Ger- 
many has to help Berlin 
to the tune of over one 
thousand million Straits 
dollars a year. At any 
moment the Western 
Powers can be subjected 
to blackmail by threats to 
their communications 
with Berlin. 

Just ten years ago, the Rus- 
sian effort to drive the 
Western troops out of 
Berlin collapsed, thanks 
to the most spectacular 
air-lift in history. The 
collapse was the worst 
defeat suffered by Com- 
munism since the end of 
the war. 


Doubtless, another blockade 
could be broken by an- 
other airlift. But a re- 
peat performance would 
be far less impressive. 

But there can be no doubt

Berlin is a great manufac- 
turing city, and it is ludi- 
crous that its trade 
should be subjected to 
threats of this sort. 


That, of course, is why Mr. 
Khrushchev is refusing to 
admit that the future of 
Berlin can be considered 
as part of the wider issue 
of the future of Ger- 
many. That, he claims, 
can only be settled by the 
Germans themselves. 

And that, in turn, is why 
the Western Powers are 
wise to go to Geneva with 
proposals that the Ger- 
mans should do just this. 

The American “package 
deal” is obviously un- 
acceptable to the Rus- 
sians as it stands, but it 
cannot be rejected out- 
right without spotlight- 
ing the fact that it is 
now Mr. Khrushchev, 
even more than Dr. Aden- 
auer, who dislikes the 
idea of German unity. 

Mr. Herter proposes that an 
East-West German com- 
mittee should be appoint- 
ed to encourage commer- 
cial exchanges between 
the two territories.

It is true that, during the 
four years of the Rendel 
Constitution, such deci- 
Sions have been made by 
an elected Government. 

But most of the senior civil 
servants of the old re- 
gime were still there, and 
there was always’ the 
Governor, as chairman of 
the Council of Ministers, 
to offer advice and, had 
it ever become necessary, 
to check some proposal 
by use of his reserve 
powers. After May 30, all 
that will be over. 


For another six months — 
but for that period only 
— the Governor will still 
live in Government 
House, 


Then a locally-electez Yang 
di-Pertuan Negara will 
take his place, with the 
Same very limited powers 
as any other constitu- 
tional monarch, 


Singapore will have ceased 
to be a Colony. Except 
for matters of defence 
and foreign policy, it will 
be entirely on its own. 

In certain circumstances, 
we are told, the British 
Government in the 
United Kingdom might 
Suspend the constitution, 
and I still meet people 
who tell themselves hope- 
fully that this will hap- 
pen if things look too 
unpleasant from their 
point of view. 

But it won’t, and voters 
would be wise to face that 
fact before polling day. 

After all, every leader of 
every party in the last 
Assembly clamoured for 
ful] self-government. On 
May 30, they will have 
it. If they did not want 
it, they should have had 
the courage to say so 
before it was too late, 
And it is now too late. 

Except in the gravest pos- 
Sible circumstances, no 
British Government is 
going to burn its fingers 
by imposing a military 
administration on the 
state, in defiance of that 
agreement on self- 
government. 

And it would have to be 
a military administration, 
for the civil service is 
now Malayanised. What 
workers would dare to co- 
operate in face of a pro- 
hibition to do so by the 
political parties and in 
fear of the activities of 
secret societies?

Imagination boggles (to 
use the ugliest word in 
the English language) at 
the thought of the ordin- 


ary National Serviceman 
trying to decide between 
friend and foe in China- 
town. 

It is not cowardice, but 
plain common sense, to 
admit that the clock 
would not now be turn- 
ed back, except possibly 
at the request of an 
overwhelming majority of 
the population. 


Nor do we yet know any- 
thing about the com- 
position of the Assembly 
that will have to govern 
Singapore. 


There is no gulde except 
the number of candidates 
fielded by each party, 
and forecasts are just as 
likely to be proved ridi- 
culous as they were in 
1955, for there is so com- 
plete a change in the 
electorate. 


In 1948, there were only 
25,000 electors, and most 
of them were Indians. In 
1955, the majority was 
Chinese, and the elector- 
ate had been multiplied 
by six. 

On May 30, 590,000 people 
will have to record their 
votes, and three-quarters 
of them have never vot- 
ed before. Only two years 
ago, well over half of 
them were still aliens, al- 
though many of them 
had lived in Singapore 
all their lives. 

There is, I think, a change 
in the nature, as well as 
in the number. of the 
voters. Did they listen so 
intently to the candi- 
dates four years ago? 

Is there no significance in 
the fact that Mr. David 
Marshall, who knows 4 
great deal about appeal- 
ing to the masses, has 
deserted his old apple 
tree. and is canvassing 
quietly from house to 
house?

One condemns Mr. Mar. 
shall for the way in 
which he inflamed the

The speech was delivered 
at the annual general meet- 
ing of Unilever Ltd., in Lon- 
don recently. 


On the question of search- 
ing for talent, Lord Heyworth 
said: “A great many people 
besides ourselves want the 
kind of people who show pro- 
mise of becoming capable, in 
time, of running our business. 

“Able men are not very 
common and there is great 
competition for their ser- 
vices,” 

He added that in some 
countries, especially those 
newly independent and little 
industrialised, the govern- 
ment itself was a strong bid- 
der for capable men. 

There was a lot of work in 
these countries which must 
be undertaken and which only 
the government could under- 
take. 


Pressure 





Lord Heyworth said: “We 
recognise that, and we would 
not for a moment suggest 
that a government should not 
have first call on the ability 
of its citizens for work of 
that kind. Of course it 
should. 

“But the pressure which is 
brought to bear on able men 
to join the government ser- 
vice can be very strong, and 
we ask ourselves, sometimes, 
whether it is not stronger 
than it need be, to the dis- 
advantage of other work that 
urgently needs to be done, 
including our own.” 

Lord Heyworth called on 
employers not to be selfish 
in their search for good men. 

He said good men should 
be free to move between firms 
so that there would be greater 
interchange. 

“Our experience is that the 
exchange of managers gives 
us one of the greatest assets 
of our business — cross-fer- 
tilisation of ideas.”

We say 
that the main effort must be 
made by ourselves.” 

Dr. Goh recalled that when 
Mr. J. Burke Knapp, vice- 
president of the World Bank, 
visited Malaya last year, he 


said that foreign capital 
“should at least be only a 
minor supplement to the 


capital mobilised from with- 
in the country.”

Dr. Goh said Mr. Knapp 
had also urged the Singapore 
and Federation Governments 
to do all they could to mobi- 
lise local capital. 


“This is exactly the policy 
of the People’s Action Party,” 
he said. 

“That is why the PAP 
government wil] set up an 
Economic Development Board 
with an initial capita! of $100 
million. We shall channel 
back part of the $300 million 
of Singapore’s capital now 
invested in foreign countries. 

“Some of this money is lent 
to local authorities and cen- 
tral governments in Com- 
monwealth countries.

The Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry has 
reached a_ rice agree- 
ment with Siam which 
will enable the Govern- 
ment to lower the price 
of rice in Singapore. 


Mr. J.M. Jumabhoy, Min- 
ister for Commerce and In- 
dustry, said today that to 
keep local prices low he had 
proposed to bring the stock- 
pile selling prices gradually 
more in line with the ruling 
market prices. 


First step 


As a first step, he has de- 
cided that the selling price 
of stockpile rice should be 
reduced by $20 a ton for 
grade B and C Siamese rice 
and by $25 a ton for’ the 
Sughandi Burmese rice. 


The former prices for Sia- 
mese grade B and C rice were 
$471 and $462, and $434 for 
Sughandi Burmese rice. 


He has also decided to alter 
the ratio of rice which private 
rice merchants are compelled 
to buy from the Government 
stockpile. 

The present ratio is 2:1 for 
wholegrain and 3:1 for brok- 
ens. The new ratio will be 
3:1 for all grades.

Berlin — would have 
very different ideas from 
those of Moscow and Pan- 
kow as to the proportions 
of West and East Ger- 
mans to be appointed on 
this committee. 


But at least the plan makes 
dynamic use of the fact 
that the Western Powers 
have their rights in Ber- 
lin, and do not intend to 
relinquish them without 
hard and useful bargain- 


ing. 

When al] the unessential 
undergrowth of prestige 
and prejudice have been 
cleared away, these seem 
to me to be the decisive 
and essential facts. 

To the Russians. the exis- 
tence of West Berlin, 
protected by Western 
troops, is — to use Mr. 
Khrushchev’s own words 
— “a cancerous tumour.” 
He would pay quite a high 
price to put an end to it. 
He would pay an even 
higher price to make sure 
that West Germany was 
not armed with nuclear 
weapons. 


On the other hand, it 1s 
doubtful whether the 
price he would pay could 
include German unity 
on terms which the West- 
ern Powers could possibly 
accept. 


For in the last ten years, 
East Germany has become 
an essential part of the 
Communist economic 
machine. Every other 
Communist state has to 
turn to it for its chemi- 
cal and other important 
supplies. 


A few years ago, the Rus- 
sians would have dropped 
the East German Govern- 
ment like a hot brick if 
there had been any in- 
ducement to do so. Now 
that Government has ‘be- 
come very valuable to

them, and Mr. Khrush- 
chev, who often comes 
blundering out with the 
truth, has made it quite 
clear that he for one, does 
not want German unity. 


This, of course, 1s one rea- 
son why the Western 
Foreign Ministers are be- 
ginning to support it. 


But there are other, more 
sensible reasons as well. 


Ww 


The most important of 
them is that there can be 
no hope of lasting peace 
in Europe without it. and 
not much hope if it is 
achieved only after the 
Germans on both sides of 
the Iron Curtain are once 
again fully and danger- 
ously armed. 


There is, admittedly, a dan- 
ger for them about the 
proposed East-West Ger- 
man Committee. 


Dr. Adenauer shows a fear 
of Communist infiltration 
which is no compliment 
to his compatriots. But 
one doubts whether any 
danger is greater than 
the refusal to consider 
any negotiation at all. 


Mr. Harold Macmillan and 
Mr. Christian Herter have 
at least had the courage 
to break that deadlock, 
and courage is often well 
rewarded.
